After deducing 290 railroad cars which may have teen used for the transportat.io 
of personnel j, ®. total of 1,764 cars has been made available for - the Soviets 
by the Berlin regional railroad headquarters in January* This represents only 
45 percent of the number of cars requested by the Soviets in Itecember, when 
Soviet, loading operations were reported from 64 railroad stations of the 
Berlin district. However, the 43 railroad stations mentioned in, the present 
report include all major stations, bo the report furnishes a fairly accurate 
picture of Soviet supply shipments handled in January,
